FIRST ACCIDENTS DON’T COUNT 


A bill is before the Ontario legislature 


which provides that any motor driver | 
who is convicted on a charge arising from 
a road accident will be required thereafter 
to carry liability insurance 


That, of course, will be an improve- 


ment on the happy-go-lucky arrangement 
which prevails in this and other provinces, 
whereby any one who can get a license 
can drive a car, with no questions asked 
as to whether he has the means to pay 
damages if he should run over some one or 
smash up another automobile. 


But so far as the victims of a driver's 


first accident are concerned, the Ontario | 
law is not even a gesture of sympathy. 
If the driver has nothing with which to 
pay, that will be ‘‘just too bad” for the vic- 
tims. They will have to foot the bills 
themselves, as in one of the provinces 
which has no compulsory insurance law at 
all.
